Trampling o n an educatio nal tradi­ 
tio n dating back to the Middle Ag es, 
these inno v ato rs wo uld discard the 
fix ed four-v ear curriculum in fav or o f 
one patterned to the needs of the indi­ 
v idual ituuent. 
The 
inflex ib le 
academic lockstep 
must lo 
b roken . . . Some 
students 
may make it in four years; others will 
require six . depending upon the stu­ 
dent’s ab v 'ty and application and the 
ex tent and quality of his scondarv edu­ 
cation. So the argument goes. 


The student sho uld be intro duced to 
as many areas o f the arts and sciences 
as po ssible. He so huldn’t hav e to miss 
either chemistry o r Shakespeare, art 
o r antho po lo g y . 
This appro ach wo uld rev erse the 
trend to ward a narro w field o f special­ 
izatio n in underg raduate studies and 
po stpo ne 
until 
g raduate scho o l the 
preparatio n fo r v o catio ns in architec­ 
ture, eng ineering , jo urnalism, business 
and educatio n. 
If fro m no o ther v iewpo int — and 
there are many — the hug e increase 
in the co st o f an educatio n in o ne o f 
the pro fessio ns is sufficient reaso n why 
the sug g estio n will no t attract many 
adherents.

“ He’s asked for about every­ 
thing you could think of.” Lloyd 
said. “Some of the questions are 
worded so you’d be trapped no 
matter bow' you answered.“ 
Nader began investigating A- 
AA after it urged more testing 
of air bags before they were 
adopted as safety 
devices 
in 
cars. Nader’s Center for Auto 
Safety claims the air bags would 
save thousands of lives in car 
accidents. 
Nader’s study of AAA is di­ 
rected by Ron Lansman, a grad­ 
uate of the University of Mich­ 
igan who is returning to law 
school there in September. Nad­ 
er hopes to have a rough draft 
of Landsman’s findings by the 
end of the year. 
“The AAA is 
potentially 
a 
tremendous consumer organiza­ 


tion,” Lansman said. 
But he 
added evidence indicates AAA 
fails “to take on the problems 
of owning an auto.”

Rico and spent h is last 10 y ears 
in San Juan. But h e never for­ 
got Castaner.

(AP) — 
W hen Nathan Leopold died in 
San Juan Sunday night, very 
few of his neighbors realized 
th a t the quiet balding social 
w orker was the thrill killer who 
horrified America five decades 
ago. 
His nam e on the mailbox of 
the high-rise building where he 
lived 
with 
his 
Puerto Rican 
wife and his listed telephone 
num ber attracted few curiosity 
seekers. That was the way he 
w anted it. 
1-eopold cam e to Puerto Rico 
13 years ago in search of ref­ 
uge and anonymity and found 
them in the tiny mountain com­ 
m unity of C astanea in the cof­ 
fee-growing region of southern 
P u erto Rico. There he worked 
as an assistant to the pharm ac­ 
ist and the x-ray technician in 
a hospital run by the United 
C hurch of the Brethren. 
L ater on he earned his mas­ 
te r’s 
degree 
in social 
work 
from the University of Puerco 
Rico and spent his last IO years 
in San Juan. But he never for­ 
got Ca st a nor. 
Until shortly before his death 
he 
m ade the three-hour trip 
once

to 
visit 
the 
w arm -hearted people who bad

taken him in when he had few 
friends in the world. 
“The 
people accepted 
him 
completely,'* said John Forbes, 
who worked with him in the 
hospital laboratory. “But, the 
church which had pushed for 
his release, from prison in the 
late ‘50s, was not naive about 
the situation. 
“They talked it over with the 
community, and they never ob­ 
jected to his being there.” 
Leopold. 66 when he died, 
spent half his life in the Illinois 
state penitentiary for his part 
in the 1924 kidnapm urder of 14- 
yearold Bobby Franks. They 
said they wanted to experience 
the thrill of killing. Another 
convict stabbed Loeb to death 
in 1936. 
“ There were a number of 
fundamentalist religions trying 
to save his soul,” Forbes said 
of Leopold, “but the Brethren 
were the least intense about ii. 
“Nate 
never 
joined 
the 
church,” Forbes continued, but 
his humanist tendencies were 
in harmony with the Brethren’s 
emphasis 
on 
helping others. 
Leopold, the son of a well-to do 
Jewish family, said he changed 
a great deal in prison and that 
he had a great urge to help 
people develop their potential. 
He be can ie 
a part of Casta­ 
n et a remote community domi­ 
nated by Protestant churches, 
the hospital and a strong coop­ 
erative 
movement. 
Leopold 
wrote an intensive sociological 


study of the village. He also 
was behind most of the fund 
raising efforts for the hospital. 
Several times he tried to get 
the church to send him to Af­ 
rica to follow in Albert Schw eit­ 
zer's footsteps, or to Poland osr 
to Vietnam. 
But “ there was always som e­ 
thing getting in the way,” said 
Forbes. “ Toward the end it was 
his age. his failing health and
